The read section 2 reads the brightness value of the light emission element to be 

represented in a predetermined period. (Page 9, lines 8-12). The AZ modulation signal 

processing section 3 converts the numeric value read by said read section 2 into distribution of 

occurrence probability at each level of the output brightness value at the three or more levels 

(Figs. 7B, 8A, and 8B; page 13, line 16, to page 14, line 14). 

F. Non-limiting examples of reading claim 1 on the species 

Non-limiting examples of how claim 1 reads on species I to IV are similar to the examples of 
how claim 2 reads on the species. 

G. Conclusion 

In light of the discussion above. Applicants submit that claims 1 and 2 are generic to all 
species.
